For  the  past  seventeen  years,  Mrs.  Murray 
has  been  a  student  services  counsellor  and 
teacher  of  English.

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For  a  recent  issue  of  Ttiird  Dimension,  Mr.  Pat  Stewart,  our  retiring 
vice-principal,  wrote  a  summary  of  his  career  entitled  "A  Thirty-years 
War".  His  life  as  a  teacher  was  hardly  that. 

He  began  teaching  in  the  fall  of  1955  at  Petrolia  District  high  school 
(for  $3. 100)  and  came  to  S.C.I.  &  T.S.  in  1958.  When  St.  Clair  open- 
ed in  1961.  Mr.  Stewart  went  there.  In  1962  he  left  to  become  Com- 
mercial Director  in  Petrolia,  but  returned  to  St.  Clair  the  following 
year.  He  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  vice-principal  in  1971  and 
joined  the  staff  at  Northern.  The  two  following  years  were  spent  at 
SCITS.  After  short  terms  at  Central,  St.  Clair,  and  Forest,  Mr. 
Stewart  again  returned  to  SCITS  for  the  final  three  and  one  half  years 
of  his  varied  career.

Continuing  his  title  of 
Department  Head,  he  moved  on  to  S.C.I.  &  T.S.  Before  Mr.  Steven- 
son's arrival  at  S.C.I.  &  T.S.,  he  was  a  special  assignment  teacher  for 
one  year. 

During  his  spare  time  Mr.  Stevenson  enjoys  reading,  gardening,  and 
travelling.  He  is  also  interested  in  photography  and  is  currently  active 
in  hockey. 

In  Mr.  Stevenson's  view  of  SCITS,  he  commented  that  the  students  are 
very  friendly  and  fun-loving  and  that  there  is  a  tremendous  amount  of 
energy  and  vitality  within  the  school.
